If you do not 
send us the name of your president so that 
we can send you a blank, please send in 
your remittance promptly the first of April 
to Mrs. Sarah Keim, Ashland, Ohio. 
Those societies whose president's names 
appeared in the Evangelist need not re- 
mit until they do receive the blanks. This 
notice would have been written earlier, 
but each day we have confidently expect- 
ed the blanks by the evening mail. 

Now dear Sisters, I appeal earnestly 
that you will not neglect to send in your 
April remittance. The spring report will 
necessàrily be a little delayed on account 
of the delay in the blanks, but when it 
does appear, we hope every one of the 
forty-two societies will be reported. Re- 
member, the success of the S. S. C. E. de- 
pends upon you.
